It is not a Point of Ceremony concerning 
the outward Form and Manner of Worſhip:

On one hand, we find ſome of the Clergy

Perſons could not execute this Commiſſion in

Theſe Arguments convince us, that there 
muſt be a perpetual Succeſſion of Biſhops in 
the Church of Chriſt; and that ſince no one 
ever pretended to be of this Order, but by a 
regular Admiſſion, till within the Memory of 
our Fathers, we are farther convinced of the 
Fact, that this Succeſſion has always continued. 


And tho, in ſome Places, there may have 
been a Contention at ſometimes, whether this
